Y a wise provision of the law our President is allowed $25,000 
a year in addition to his salary for traveling expenses. The 
real purpose of this provision is to enable him to keep in 
touch with the various parts of our broad land by travel in 
a style becoming to the dignity of his high office. 

It is announced that Mr. Harding will this summer take a 
vacation trip to the Pacifie Coast, extending as far as Alaska, There 
have been rumors that the trip may yet be canceled on aceount 
of the publie, or at least some newspapers, attaching a political 
significance to it. This is what the President wishes to avoid. He 
is said to be a receptive candidate for re-election and there seems 
to be no reason why he should not be. A mere visit of acquaintance 
to the extreme parts of the country need not, however, have any 
bearing on that question at all. We all like to see the President 
anc are willing to pay him a liberal allowance with which to travel. 

McKinley, Roosevelt: and Taft visited California for social pur- 
poses duriing their terms of office, and Wilson made a fleeting visit 
on the oceasion of his campaign for the League of Nations. Se we 
have ample precedent for a visit from the President ‘and the state 
will be proud of the chance to entertain him. There is no doubt 
that such visits tend to inerease the popularity of a president. If 
this leads to more discussion of his fitness for re-election there is 
surely no harm done. We ought not to wish to elect presidents 
in the dark. 

President Harding promises to have a most successful and 
happy administration and his chances for another term are very 
bright. This is not because he is a man of genius. He is just & 
plain, every-day dependable sort of man who has the good sense to 
seek the counsel and advice of able men to help him. No man, 
however able, can rely on being right much more than half of the 
time, and if he insists upon depending upon himself exclusively 
| he will be plentifally blamed for the times when he is wrong. The 
public has a way of forgetting the times when he was right. They 
do not expect nor want an infallible demigod in the presidency. 

President Harding’s strongest ecard is that he is just one of the 
People.—San Francisco Journal.

BIOS FAIR 10 RANK 
WITH WORLD'S BEOT 


More and more it is becoming ap 
parent that the Red Hill Country 
1} Club golf bids fair to as- 
sume rank the half dozen out- 
standing of the world. 
comparatively few 
courses .that are recognized ag being 
real championship courses—only one 
on the coast that has heretofore been 
considered as approaching that dis- 
tinction. 

Whether we now drop back to the 
standing of a mediocre country golf 
course, or progréss to a _ standing 
that will make Upland and Ontario 
known all over thé world as _ the 
home of the most distinctive golf 
course in America depends entirely 
on whether the club rises to the 
emergency and in a few remaining 
details brings each hole of the course 
up to the unique variety of play as 
such holes as our present No. 3, No. 
6, No. 7 and our prize No. 9. 

Any visitor playing these holes 
goes away with a feeling of pleas- 
urable thrill and a recollection of a 
unique variety of shots that indelibly 
impresses our course upon his mem- 
ory. And the most enthusiastic talk- 
er in the world is acknowledged to 
be the golf bug—hence the adver- 
tising value our district is securing 
all over the country from the pub- 
licity derived through the discussion 
of the Red Hill Country Club golf 
course.

It is printed in this month’s 
issue of “Pacific Golf and Motor,”

California Golf Association. It is 
published at San Francisco by Mr.

It is headed “The Architect’s De- 
sign and Description,” and is written 
by George C. Thomas, Jr., the archi- 
test of the course, and acknowledged 
everywhere as an _ authority. The 
article reads as follows: 

“The Red Hill Country Club is sit- 
uated on the Foothill Boulevard near 
the town of Upland, in Southern 
California, on Jand splendidly adapt- 
ed to golf purposes. There was a 
large tract of land to choose from 
in selecting the best for the course, 
and it was, therefore, comparatively 
easy to lay out a very fine course, 
of which nine holes have been built 
and are now in play. 

“It was the thought of the origin- 
ators of the club to make this course 
equal in character and playing value 
to the best of Eastern courses. The 
completed nine ‘holes are the skele- 
ton of a really fine test of golf, but 
as they are not fully trapped the 
ultimate value possible is not yet 
obtained throughout. 

“In the trapping of courses 
the play has started there has al- 
ways been objection from the play- 
ing members of clubs, and this ten- 
dency has been more noticeable of 
late, and is traceable in a_ great 
measure to certain articles regard- 
ing golf architecture which have 
been written by men unqualified and 
unskilled either in playing a finished 
game of golf and thereby understand- 
ing the necessary shots, or not qual- 
ified by study and knowledge of the 
very best courses abroad and our 
own finest courses to properly write 
on the subject.

No. 2—340 yards, par 4, an adapta- 
tion of the principle of the railroad 
hole at St. Andrews, Scotland, and 
has a dry wash in place of the rail- 
road at right, but a simpler second 
shot to the green, which is easier 
to hold, not slanting from left to 
right, as on the original. In place 
of the road bunker to the left of the 
green. on the famous Scotch hole, 
there is a tree short and at left 
which keeps a hooked drive from a 
reasonable chance to play to the pin. 
As yet the trap corresponding to the 
terrifying Principal's Nose Bunker is 
absent and until this is placed the 
hole will be without driving char- 
acter. The original is one of the 
finest short tv’. shotters in the world 
and a splendid example of the prin- 
ciple that because a man can reach 
a green with two shots they must 
be real shots or their actual length 
does not avail. The type of player 
who approaches a short two shot 
hole by the running brassie method 
has no chance on the Scotch hole. 
Red Hill’s No. 2 has the opportunity 
of being a very fine short two shot- 
ter, but until trapped for the drive 
will remain without special merit. 

No. 8—100 yards, par 3, a com- 
pleted hole requiring a mashie nib- 
lick pitch carefully judged, consider- 
ed by A. D. S. Johnston as one of 
the finest holes of its length he 
knows. 

No. 4—600 yards, par 5, a fine test | 
of length, requiring a good full 
mashie or mashie niblick third to 
the green even by the longest play- 
ers; as yet not trapped, but from 
the natural lay of the land requiring 
a placed drive and second brassie to, 
secure the reward of the best shot 
to green. There should be a shorter 
tee for the average player on this 
hole, and a driving optional trap and 
a completed second shot carrying 
trap would give the) hole finish and 
greater interest. 

The green is much like No. 2 at 
Pine Valley, but more attractive on 
account of its natural rolls and lack 
of fall away at back, one of the few 
three shotters which may not be 
reached or nearly reached by our 
longest players. 

No. 5—225 yards, par 3, is a full 
spoon shot, requiring a carry. The 
tee is on a height and the hole will 
eventually be trapped around the 
green, and the size of the latter 
greater than at present.

“The nine to be built will have 
greater length than the present nine 
and, if carried out to its fullest pos- 
sibilities, will be remarkably fine, 
with several feature holes. In the 
writer’s opinian, this course, if trap- 
ped and finished as noted and kept 
in fine condition, will be one of the 
finest natural courses existing and 
will closely approach the ideal. 

“It is to be particularly noted that 
the present features of this course 
are natural and not aided to any ex- 
tent by architecture and that in the 
remaining more mediocre holes it is 
distinctly necessary to raise their 
character from the commonplace by 
artificial hazards or the difference in 
class and type between a few won- 
derful natural holes and the many 
less distinct ones will be too greatly 
pronounced.”
